Sir Reginald Stradling 

By the death at the age of 60 of Sir Reginald Stradling, 
C.B., M.C., D.Sc., F.R.S., M.Inst.C.E., etc., Aslib has 
lost. a staunch friend and keen 
supporter. This is not the 
place to write of his public 
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practice. He was greatly troubled by he long lag before 
new methods were generally adopted in the traditional 


‘industries of building and. roads. He addressed himself 


to the problem with charac- 
teristic energy, encouraging 
propaganda, publication and 


service, for which he was 
twice honoured by his King ; 
nor of his academic distinc- 
tion; nor of his service to 
science which was recog- 
nized by his election to 
Fellowship of the Royal 
Society. Nor is it proposed 
to dwell upon his personal 
qualities of leadership, sin- 


cetity of purpose and friendly - 


simplicity which inspired his 
staff with enthusiasm and 
affectionate loyalty. Rather 
let us reflect upon his bond 
_of sympathy for the purpose 
- of Nelib which led him, even 
then a sick man conserying 
his energies, to accept the 
Presidency of Aslib in 1946 
and 1947.

This material is listed in the “ Recent 
Papers ” and “ Library Accessions ” columns in this 
Bulletin, and may be borrowed by any member in the 
United Kingdom, except for those items marked with 
an asterisk, and those Aslib publications still in print. 

Application for the loan of this material should be made 
to the Librarian. Members are asked to note that Aslib 
Library does not contain books listed in Askb Book-List, 
except in the fields mentioned above. 

In cases of exceptional difficulty Aslib also negotiates 
for members loans from other libraries, and has access 
to many sources not available through other channels. 
Applications for the loan of material not covered by 
Aslib Library should be made to the Information 
Officer. Postage is charged on. items borrowed from 
other libraries. 

In all cases, members are asked to give, as far as 
possible, full bibliographical -details for all items 
required, including the source of the reference, as this 
is often of great help in tracing the material.

The Working Party on Abstracts reported steps taken 
to ascertain requirements for aeronautical abstracting 
services, by distributing with Index sAeronauticus 700 
copies of a questionnaire. Replies indicated that some 
imprcvement in abstracting services for aeronautical 
information is long overdue. 


The Working Party on Periodicals reported con- 


siderable progress in the A e of a union cata- 
logue, which was already facilitating inter-library loans 
and exchanges, and might result in co-operative 
purchase of periodicals for which only a small demand 
existed.

Roberts (Engineering) was elected Chairman, and the 
following were elected to the Steering Committee : 
Mr. G. Gilfillan (Department of Engineering Pro- 
duction, University of Birmingham), Dr. M. Goyer 
(Ministry of Supply, R.A.E/R.P.D.), Mrs. J. D. 
Hooley (Kellogg International Corporation), Mr. F. H. 
Smith (Royal Aeronautical Society), and Mr. H. C, 
Worrall (D. Napier & Son, Ltd.). It was decided that 
the compilation of a Group Union List of Periodicals 
should be the first project undertaken. 

At a meeting of the Committee held on 13th June, 
the method of compilation of the Union List was dis- 
cussed, and it was decided to ask members to submit 
lists of periodicals currently taken. An informal meeting 
of the Group will be held early in July to enable mem- 
bers to meet and exchange ideas.

Aslib on the Air 


Aslib has made its first appearance in feature broad- 
casting. On 28th May, the Director took part in the 
recording of a 15 minute programme featuring the 
information depattment’s services to industry. The 
programme, which is in French, is one of a series 
prepared by the B.B.C, on “L’Angleterre en Mouve- 
ment” for transmission in Canada. It has been flown out 
on disc and will be broadcast from Montreal during the 
summer. Canadian members of Aslib will be notified of 
the time of the broadcast by the Toronto office of the 
B.B.C., but members in England will not be able to 
pick up the programme. 


Membership Campaign 


The membership campaign continues to make good 
progress and of the 154 new members recruited so far 
this year 50 per cent are industrial organizations.

The Sheffield Science and Technology Library now 
possesses an almost complete set of the Commission’s 
unclassified and declassified reports dating from 1947, 
and files of Nuclear Science Abstracts from 1948, which 
will be made available to libraries, firms and research 


organizations anywhere outside London, either through 
the National Central Library or direct from the Science ` 


and Technology Library, on payment of postage both 
ways. - ; 


Patents 


Supported by representatives of the Trade Marks, 
Patents and Designs Federation, and of the Chartered 
- Institute of Patent Agents, the Aslib Sub-Committee 
held a meeting at the Patent Office on 9th May. 

The Office has made considerable progress in the ten 
months since the previous meeting. The staff has been 
increased. by nearly a half in a time of restrictions ; the 
Annual List of Patents in Force for 1950 and 1951 has 
been published and it is hoped to continue with this 


work regularly ; two of the three war-time name ' 


indexes to patentees and one of the post-war indexes 
have been issued and progress’ has been made with the 
remainder ; work has begun on the subject indexes in 
arrears ; the arrears of patents accepted but not yet 
published have been eliminated ; abridgements are now 


-published.at-the. rate of-1,000 per -week,.as against 500 - 


ten months ago. There is still very much to be done, 
however, and the Office has promised to investigate 
various ways of increasing its output still further. 


New Draft of U.D.C. 622 

A second and revised draft of U-D.C. 622, Mining, 
has been received at the Aslib Library from the 
British Standards Institution.

Photocopying 


There have been a considerable number of replies in

Aslib Document Reproduction’ Service will gladly 
continue to supply it.

` Members may be interested to know that the work of 


the Document Reproduction: -Service has increased 
considerably since last year. 481 orders for photo- 
copies were completed in the first quarter of this year 
compared with 214 for the same period in 1951. 


Standing Conference of National and University 
Libraries 


To provide a centre where the special problems 
involved in the work of the larger libraries may be 


discussed a new body, the Standing. Conference of 
National and University Libraries, has been formed. It 
will consist of the principal officers of about thirty of the 
larger libraries of the British Isles and will have approx- 
imately the same function in this country as has the 
Association of Research Libraries in the U.S.A.

The Librarian has been informed that from the 
beginning of 1952 the title of Microfilm Abstracts has 
been changed to Dissertation Abstracts. This publication 
contains abstracts of theses presented for degrees in a

Details of the price 
of each item are given. 

Dissertation Abstracts is now being received regularly 
in Aslib Library, and theses in the field of library science 
will be listed in the Recent Papers in Ashb Information 
and abridgements of the abstracts included in the 
Quarterly Documentation Survey in the Journal of 
Documentation. The entries for these theses will give 
the page reference in Dissertation Abstracts and also 
University Microfilms’ serial number and the pagination 
of the original manuscript, so that readers interested in 
seeing the original may have an idea of its size.

system of co-operation. The 
task which Newcombe under- 
took, and one which he 
never conceived as an easy 
or narrow one, required a 
width of vision and of 
experience of library resources, and these were found 
in ample measure in Newcombe. He brought, in 
addition, wisdom, tact and determination, combined 
with helpfulness and friendliness ; no sacrifice of 
leisure, even in the face of frequent ill-health, proved 
too great, These qualities enabled him to lay firmly and 
widely the basis of library co-operation as we know it 
to-day. Taking no narrow professional view, and 
ptepared to give unstinted aid to any movement 
designed to improve the organization of library 
reséutces, he brought to the new Aslib and to many 
other co-operative efforts the same wise counsel which 
he brought to the National Central Library. 

There had been no organization closely comparable 
to the inter-lending system developed in this country. 
Few coyld have fostered so well the growing tendency 
to co-operative effort or helped it to develop on better 
lines : npne could have served its needs so well. 

Newcanbe’s last years were clouded by illness, but 
he was happy to know of the growing recognition of 
his work and particularly of the completion of the 
restoration of the Library building.

Aslib and the Humanities 


Aslib has often been 
accused of neglecting the 
humanities for the more 
profitable wooings of science 
. and technology. The criti- 
cism may have had some point, particularly in view of 
Aslib’s whole-hearted response in.recent years to the 
obvious national need for technological development. 
But any suggestion that Aslib has less to offer to the 
humanities than to science is open to objection on 
every score and, indeed, plans are going forward for a 
conference to focus attention on some of the problems 
facing workers in the arts and, if possible, to secure 
some measure of practical achievement as a result. 

The field to be covered will be deliberately restricted 
so as to give point to the discussions, and it is also 
intended to print working papers in advance. Members 
will realize, therefore, that preparations for the confer- 
ence must take some little time, but they will also 
doubtless welcome this indication that their appeals for 
a study of some of the humanist’s problems are to be 
acted upon. Further details will be published in due 
course. _

Aslib Bibliogtaphical Services 


We know from the reports of our members and from 
the loan records of Aslib Library that the biblio- 
gtaphical references given in the Library Accessions 
and Recent Papers in As/ib Information and in the 
Quarterly Documentation Survey in the Journal of 
Documentation are much appreciated. It may not be 
generally realized, however, that the Aslib staff depend 
to a great extent on the co-operation of members in 
ensuring that these lists are as complete as possible. 
A comprehensive selection of library and documenta- 
tion periodicals is received in Aslib Library from all 
over the world and these periodicals present no difficulty.

Sir Frederic Kenyon, G.B.E., K.C.B., D.Litt. 

The death of Sir Frederic Kenyon on 23rd August, 
aged 89, brought to a close a life unusually rich in 
intellectual and administrative achievement. Director 
and Principal Librarian of the British Museum, 1909- 
1930, President of the British Academy, 1917-1921, 
and Secretary from 1930-1950, Chairman of the 
Friends of the National Libraries, President or 
Chairman of many other committees and societies, 
he also served in the Expeditionary Force in France 
in 1914, and with his regiment till 1919. He was in 
fact one of those rare personalities, the scholar 
who was sharply aware of the swiftly changing condi-

tions of modern life and who, though he disliked much 
that he saw, never shut his eyes to facts but brought tó 
bear on current problems a wisdom based on a profound 
knowledge of the humanities 
and tempered by charity. 

Sir Frederic’s early contact 
with Aslib was at the time 
of the publication of the 
Aslib Directory, to which he 
contributed one of the intro- 
ductions. In it he welcomed 
the foundation of Aslib as 
evidence of a growing spirit 
of co-operation in librarian- 
ship and tesearch to which 
he attached the highest im- 
portance. 

The choice of Sir Frederic 
Kenyon as President of Aslib 
for 1944 and 1945 was 
significant, re-affirming that, 
though in the war years. 
Aslib’s main activities had to 
be directed towards the ser- 
vice of industry, its scope 
was not confined to science 
and technology. ‘That Sir 
Frederic, already burdened 
with many other activities 
and feeling the weight of his 
years, should have accepted 
the nomination is an honour of which Aslib may well be 
proud. Nor was he content to allow it to be a merely 
titular appointment ; throughout those years his help 
and advice was available at many difficult moments. 
The launching of the Journal of Documentation and the 
inauguration of work on the British Union Catalogne 
of Periodicals both fell within his term of office and he 
was personally present at both the annual conferences. 
His humanizing influence on Aslib at a critical time of 
growth and rapid expansion was one that can be even 
mcte appreciated in retrospect than it was in the 
pressure of the moment.

Winter Meetings 

The first of this season’s Winter Meetings will be 
held at Friends’ House, Euston Road, London, N.W.1, 
on Wednesday, 22nd October, from 5.307-30 P.M., 
with tea at five o’clock, when Mr. J. E. L. Farradane, 
B.Sc., Scientific Information Officer of Tate & Lyle 


Research Laboratories, will speak on “ The psychology 
of classification”. The Chairman will be Mr. R. F. J. 
Withers, M.Sc., A.K.C., of the Department of Biology, 
Middlesex Hospital Medical School. 

Mr. Farradane has recently written two papers on a 
theory of classification which many people have found 
difficult to understand. He feels that this may have been 
‘due to the necessarily brief treatment he gave, even in 
his second paper, to the logical and psychological 
principles involved and will therefore try in his talk to 
give a fuller explanation of these issues. He contends 
that this requires a relatively new approach to the 
understanding of the nature of knowledge and the 
‘basis of logic, and that even the age-old question “ What 
is truth ?” must be tackled afresh. Classification, he 
says, has hitherto been largely an intuitive affair, but, 
‘since it is a fundamental activity of human thinking, an 
examination of its true principles requires an adequate 
epistemology, or theory of knowledge. He intends, 


‘however, to avoid much of the philosophical maze ` 


altogether, and to show that sufficient psychological and 
-other scientific data ate now available to attempt the 
‘construction of a new logic, better adapted to science, 
from which his theory of classification is an obvious 
‘by-product. This sounds difficult: Mr. Farradane 
hopes to show that it may really be quite simple. 

The second of the season’s meetings will also be held 
at Friends’ House from 5.30-7.30 p.m., with tea at five 
‘o'clock, on 19th November. The Chairman will be 
Mr. H. S. Pocock, M.I.E.E., Director of Iliffe & Sons, 
Ltd., and the speaker Mr. B. Agard Evans, M.Sc., 
‘Chief Librarian, Ministry of Works. The title of the 
talk is-“-If I had my way—with publishers” and the 
meeting is intended to give librarians the opportunity 
of airing their grievances with publishers ; to give 
expression to the semi-articulate “Why do they do 
this ? Why don’t they do that ?” The speaker will 


‘start the ball rolling with a list of his own grievances . 


‘and Aslib members can support or criticize these and 
cadd to the list. Librarians need riot cramp their style 
‘by considering the publishers’ point of view for it is 
‘hoped to have publishers present who can answer the 
‘easy questions. A sufficient residue of constructive 
‘suggestions may remain which can be referred to 
‘publishers for their consideration.

Bibliographical References . 

The quotation of complete references when asking 
for loans or photocopies considerably assists the 
Information Department in giving satisfactory service 
to members. It is appreciated that full references may 
not always be available to the enquirer. When they are, 
observance of the following points would make location 
more rapid and avoid unnecessary reference back for 
further information: periodical articles should be 
referred to by quoting author and title of the article, 
title of periodical, volume and part number, month and 
year of issue and first and last pages of the article ; 
periodical titles should be quoted exactly as received in 
the original enquiry, whether this was in the form of an 
abbreviation or as a full title ; books and pamphlets 
should be referred to by quoting author and title, date 
of publication and publisher. 

In all cases it is a great help if the enquirer can give 
the soutce in which the reference was originally seen.

Sir Richard. Gregory 

Sir Richard A. Gregory, Bart., F.R.S., President of 
Aslib from 1934-5, died on 15th September in his 89th 
year. His interest in all that could be of service to 
science and its applications led him to give Aslib his 


- support almost from the start. He attended the annual 


meetings at Balliol College, Oxford, in 1926, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1927, and on the latter 
occasion read a paper on “* Standards of Book Selection 
in Science and Technology”, which stimulated our 
interest in this subject and ultimately resulted in the 
publication by Aslib of the Select List of Standard British 
Scientific and Technical Books, which has appeared in 
several editions. His Presidential addresses on “ Science 
and the Public Press ”, at Somerville College, Oxford, in 
1934, and on “ The Interpretation of Science ”, at St. 
John’s College, Cambridge, in 1935, also show how 
` active was his support, which, however, was demon- 
strated in countless other ways. 


‘Sir Richard Gregory occupied an almost unique 
position in the scientific world. His forty-six years’ 
devotion to editorial work for Nature brought him into 
contact with almost all scientific workers, young and 
old, and all these would acknowledge the help and 
encouragement he so freely gave them. The patronage 
and financial support of Nature by Macmillan, when its 
publication cannot have been an attractive business 
proposition, greatly helped him in establishing it as the 
outstanding world journal of science. 

His leadership of the British Science Guild from 1905 
till its union with the British Association in 1936, and 
his Presidency of the British Association in the difficult 
war years from 1939-46, represent two of the many 


important activities of his life, and to all these affairs he ` 


contributed original and constructive thought which 
resulted in many lasting improvements.
